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THE MAIN LIBRARY OF THE COLLEGE OF 
AGRICULTURE, KRAKOW *

The College of Agriculture in Krakéw has celebrated its 70th 
Anniversary this year. 

The Department of Agriculture in the Faculty of Philosophy at 
the Jagellon University was created in the year 1890. This Depart- 
ment of Agriculture was the origin of the later Faculty of Agriculture 
which was set up in 1923 and was separated from the University in 
1953/54 to form an independent College of Agriculture. 

By reason of its origin and of many years collaboration within the 
Jagellon University, the College of Agriculture will take part in the 
celebrations for the 600th anniversary of the foundation of the 
Jagellon University. A new large and modern building of the College 
of Agriculture has been inaugurated, in which the Main Library will 
also be situated. It will be ready in 1963. 

The Main Library began its activity in May 1954, and is tempo- 
rarily located in the building of Collegium Chemicum of the Jagellon 
University. 

The Main Library has collected during the seven years of its 
activity about 25,000 volumes, and contains mostly new publications, 
issued after the second World War. The departmental libraries, 
however, contain also older ones - dating for instance from the 19th 
century and often of historical value. The collection of the whole 
library system amounts to over 80,000 volumes and the special 
collections to about 2,000 items. In collecting literature on agricul- 
ture the Main Library takes into consideration the needs of the three 
Faculties of the College: those of Agriculture, Zootechnics and Me- 
lioration; also many publications on auxiliary sciences are kept, e.g. 
on mathematics, physics, chemistry, biology, medicine and so on. 

For some years the Library has had exchange arrangements with 
many scientific centres and libraries of Colleges of Agriculture 
throughout the world, offering in exchange the Scientific Bulletins of 
the College of Agriculture in Krakéw. These appear in several series: 
Agriculture, Zootechnics, Economics. Similar publications are issued 
by other Polish Colleges of Agriculture, and are well known in the 
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more important scientific centres abroad. At presently a ‘Bibliography 
of the Contents of Scientific Bulletins of Colleges of Agriculture in 
Poland for the years 1955-1960’ is being prepared in our Library in 
Krakéw and will be published in 1962. It covers the articles of 6 
Colleges of Agriculture in Poland, those at Krakéw, Olsztyn, Poznan, 
Warszawa, Wroclaw and Szczecin.! 

To make bibliographical information more readily available a 
Union Catalogue of Foreign Journals in the whole College collection 
was compiled in our Library, comprising about 1,000 titles from 40 
Departments. It was prepared as a file catalogue, but publication is 
being considered on account of its usefulness not onlv to ourselves 
but to other libraries in Poland. 

In spite of difficulties in the organization period, undergraduate 
students and some graduates have been systematically instructed in 
the use of the library. The aim of such library instruction is to make 
students acquainted with files and catalogues, of their arrangement 
and how to use them, Graduate students have been instructed about 
special agricultural and other bibliographies and reference works and 
how to collect data for their diplomas. Last year a questionnaire on 
this subject was prepared in our Library and then sent to every uni- 
versity and college library in Poland. Much interesting information 
was gathered in this way concerning library instruction of under- 
graduate and graduate students. Some libraries of Colleges of Agri- 
culture have good results; in general, agricultural libraries have, in 
this regard, better results than the technical ones. 

As a special scientific library, we collect home and to some extent 
foreign documentation cards in UDC 63 and some related classes. 
The arrangement of these cards is at present rather poor because of 
scarcity of space; but in the new building there will be a separate 
reom for documentation.

BERICHT UBER DIE ARBEITSTAGUNG DER GESELLSCHAFT 
FUR BIBLIOTHEKSWESEN UND DOKUMENTATION DES 
LANDBAUES (IM DEUTSCHSPRACHIGEN GEBIET) VOM 13.- 
16. JUNI 1961 IN BRAUNSCHWEIG 


Die Arbeitstagung vereinigte rd. 50 deutsche und schweizerische 
Mitarbeiter von Forschungsanstalten, Bibliotheken, Institutionen und 
Industriebetrieben, welche auf dem Gebiet des Landbaues und seiner 
Nachbarsdisziplinen bibliothekarisch oder dokumentarisch tatig oder 
interessiert sind. 

Der Bibliotheksausschuss tagte am ersten Tag unter Vorsitz von 
Bibliotheksrat Dr. W. Gécke (Bonn) in der Forschungsanstalt fiir 
Landwirtschaft. G. berichtete tiber den Plan der Deutschen For- 
schungsgemeinschaft zur Errichtung einer bibliothekarischen Doku- 
mentation in den Sondersammelgebiets-Bibliotheken. Danach ist an 
die Auswertung der Fachzeitschriften-Literatur auf den Sondersam- 
melgebieten gedacht. In der Abteilung Landwirtschaft der Universi- 
tatsbibliothek Bonn, die das Sondersammelgebiet Landwirtschaft 
betreut, ist geplant, pro Jahr 18000 Titel von Zeitschriftenauf- 
satzen mit Schlagwé6rtern zu erfassen. 

Hansen (Bonn) berichtete iiber die auf Seiten der Bibliotheken zu 
erwartende Mehrarbeit im Zusammenhang mit der Errichtung einer 
umfassenden Dokumentation der Landbauwissenschaften. - U.a. wurde 
festgestellt, daf§ in den von H. befragten Bibliotheken seit 1928 die 
Zahl der Monographien um 300°/o, die Zahl der Mitarbeiter aber um 
nur 30°/o anstieg. Die offenen Stellen sind z.T. nicht zu besetzen, ein 
Ausweg wird in der Ausbildung sog. Bibliothekshelfer gesehen. 

elioon (Geisenheim) referierte iiber den Dublettenaustausch 
innerhalb des Mitgliederkreises der Gesellschaft, wobei die juristischen 
und fiskalischen Regelungen einerseits und die praktische Handha- 
bung andererseits gegeniibergestellt wurden. 

Die Tagung des Dokumentationsausschusses fand am zweiten Tag 
in der Biologischen Bundesanstalt unter Vorsitz von Dr. W. Weinert 
(Kiel) statt. 

Scherrer (Ziirich) hielt einen grundlegenden Vortrag iiber Doku- 
mentation und Literaturauswahl. 

Einleitend wurde festgestellt, dafS Bibliothekare und Dokumentare 
gute Nachbarn sein miiften und man sich vor Uberspitzungen in der 
Bewertung des einen oder anderen Partners hiiten miisse. 

Die Dokumentation sei den Forschungsmethoden verwandt, die 
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Bibliothek sei dagegen an Stoff und Masse gebunden, es bestiinden 
wechselseitige Beziehungen. Betrachtungen iiber den Begriff Doku- 
mentation schlossen sich an, Der Umfang der Dokumentation ist von 
verschiedenen Faktoren abhangig: a) der Dokumentationshéhe oder 
-tiefe; b) der Dokumentationsflache (d.i. das Gebiet, welches um- 
schrieben wird), daraus folgt als allgemeiner Grundsatz: Dokumenta- 
tionshdhe x Dokumentationsflache = Dokumentationsvolumen. 

Die allgemeine Dokumentation hat eine geringe Hohe, aber grofe 
Fliche; eine spezielle Dokumentation - eines bergenzten Padinns Bienes 
- hat eine kleine Flache, aber eine grofe Héhe bzw. Tiefe. 

Hinsichtlich der Dokumentationsarten wurden unterschieden eine 
primare (= produktive = aus den Quellen schépfende) und eine 
sekundare (= rezeptive = bei mittelbarer Materialbeschaffung z.B. 
in Form von Referaten oder Kartendiensten). Nach den grundlegenden 
Betrachtungen leitete ein Bericht iiber die Dokumentation an der 
Bibliothek der Eidgendssischen Technischen Hochschule in Ziirich 
zur Praxis iiber. Er wurde dort, was eine Frage des Bediirfnisses war, 
begonnen mit der Elektrotechnik. Heute bestehen Kartendienste fiir 
Elektrotechnik (2100 Karten/ Jahr), Stahl- und Briickenbau (360/ Jahr), 
Textilwesen (2000-3000/Jahr) und Atomfragen (2000/Jahr). Bei den 
Kartendiensten handelt es sich um eine Auswahl aus einer wesentlich 
groferen Zahl von erfaften Publikationen. 

Insgesamt werden 300 000 Einzelkarten/Jahr an die verschieden- 
sten Interessenten abgegeben und 3500-4000 Auskiinfte/Jahr erteilt. 
Ordnungsprinzip ist im wesentlichen die Dezimalklassifikation. 

Schrader (Reinbek) berichtete iiber Probleme der Dokumentation 
in der Forst- und Holzwirtschaft und die historische Entwicklung 
auf dem Gebiete forstlicher Bibliographien. In der Bundesforschungs- 
anstalt fiir Forst- und Holzwirtschaft werden jahrlich ca. 500 Zeit- 
schriften und Serien ausgewertet. 1957 wurden 7300 Titel, 1960 ca. 
10,000 Titel erfa&t, davon 60°/o nicht-deutsche. Der Anteil an rus- 
sischen und osteuropaischen Titeln liegt bei 20°/o. Die Charakterisie- 
rung des Inhalts der Arbeiten erfolgt fiir die Forstwirtschaft mit dem 
Oxford-System. Da es fiir die Holzwirtschaft keine verbindliche 
Einteilung gibt, wird hier ein eigenes System verwendet. Sowohl in 
der Forst- als auch in der Holzwirtschaft wird zusatzlich mit Schlag- 
wortern gearbeitet. 

Jahrlich wird eine Bibliographie mit 6000 Titeln in 4 Heften 
herausgegeben, ebenso ein Schrifttumskarteidienst. Die verwendete 
Steilkartei erweist sich z.T. als nicht mehr ausreichend fiir Recher- 
chen, nach neuen Wegen wird gesucht. 

Griesau (Bad Godesberg) berichtete iiber die Fortschritte auf dem 
Wege zur Schaffung einer zentralen Dokumentationsorganisation des 
Forschungsrates fiir Ernahrung, Landwirtschaft und Forsten, die sich 
seit der Weihenstephaner Tagung der Gesellschaft ergeben haben. 
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Fr besteht begriindete Hoffnung, da eine aus dem Bundeshaushalt 
finanzierte Zentrale dieser Dokumentationsorganisation im Rahmen 
des Forschungsrates in Bad Godesberg Anfang 1962 mit der Arbeit 
beginnen kann. Die Zentrale soll die Arbeit der einzelnen Schwer- 
punktstellen fiir einzelne Fachgebiete koordinieren, z.T. sind diese 
Schwerpunkte an Bundesanstalten usw. schon vorhanden, z.T. sollen 
sie - von den Landern finanziert - an Universitaten oder Hochschulen 
noch gegriindet werden, Eindeutig wurde in der Diskussion festge- 
stellt, daf& die zu schaffende Dokumentationsorganisation fiir das 
Gebiet Ernahrung, Landwirtschaft und Forsten Dokumentation fiir 
den Wissenschaftler und nicht fiir die landwirtschaftliche Praxis 
treiben soll. Die neue Organisation soll einen Karteikartendienst her- 
ausbringen, der médglichst schnell die Originalliteratur erschliefen 
soll. Vorerst soll nur die deutsche Literatur ausgewertet werden, was 
im Kreise der Gesellschaft als ungiinstig angesehen wird. Es ware 
darauf hinzuwirken, daf$ nach der ersten Anlaufzeit unbedingt in- 
und auslandische Literatur erfaSt und ausgewertet wird. 

Auferdem wurde iiber das in Entwicklung befindliche Institut fiir 
Dokumentationswesen - getragen von der Max-Planck-Gesellschaft 
- berichtet. Dieses Institut soll nicht selbst dokumentieren, sondern 
Dokumentationsmethoden entwickeln und Grundlagenforschung trei- 
ben, die Dokumentationsarbeit in der Bundesrepublik analysieren und 
Koordinierungsvorschlage machen sowie beratend wirken. 

Am dritten Tag fand die Jahresversammlung - wiederum in der 
Forschungsanstalt fiir Landwirtschaft - unter Vorsitz von Wiss. 
Oberrat R. Wiehr (Kiel) statt. 

Prof. Dr. W.. Flaig (Vélkenrode) begriif&{te im Namen des Prisi- 
denten der Forschungsanstalt fiir Landwirtschaft die Anwesenden. 
Zuerst berichtete Wiehr tiber die Tagung der Gesellschaft in Weihen- 
stephan, Kurzberichte der Obleute der Ausschiisse schlossen sich an. 
Flaig und Ruhemann (Volkenrode) referierten iiber die Dokumenta- 
tion am Institut fiir Biochemie des Bodens der FAL und demonstrier- 
ten die Kartei. Bis 1948 zuriickgehend wurde - im wesentlichen auf 
der Grundlage der in ‘Soils and Fertilizer’ erschienenen Referate - 
seit Anfang des Jahres 1960 eine Kartei mit z.Z. rd. 38 000 Karten 
angelegt. Die Referate werden auf Schlitzlochkarten aufgeklebt und 
nach der Dezimalklassifikation verlocht. Die Abstellung erfolgt ge- 
trennt nach grofen Sachgruppen um die Suchzeiten bei der Kartei- 
befragung abzukiirzen. Ohne Referateabonnementskosten betrugen 
die fiir die Kartei aufgewandten Kosten rd. 4.000,- DM. 

Meyer-Ubhlenried (Briissel) gab dann einen Uberblick tiber For- 
schungsergebnisse fiir die internationale Koordinierung rationeller 
Dokumentationsmethoden, dargestellt am Beispiel eines EURATOM- 
Forschungsauftrages aus dem Gebiet der Landbauwissenschaft. 

Die CETIS-Forschungsgruppe der EURATOM soll automatische

Dokumentationsmethoden entwickeln fiir alle Arbeitsgange, die me- 
thodisch zusammengefaft werden kénnen in: Sammeln - Ordnen - 
Auswerten - Speichern - Wiederzurverfiigungstellen. Die Fragen- 
komplexe Synonyme und Homonyme, automatische Ubersetzung, 
Kunstsprachen, Formularentwiirfe wurden beleuchtet. Die Methoden 
fiir mittlere Dokumentationsstellen, wo sich eine automatische Doku- 
mentation noch nicht lohnt, wurden diskutiert unter besonderer Be- 
riicksichtigung der sich bei Einsatz eines Flexowriters ergebenden 
Arbeitsablaufe und Arbeitserleichterungen. 

Der bisherige Sekretar der Gesellschaft, Diplom-Landwirt K. Han- 
sen (Bonn) welcher aus beruflichen Griinden zuriicktrat, erstattete 
den Geschaftsbericht; die Mitgliederzahl der im Jahre 1958 gegriin- 
deten Gesellschaft betragt z.Z. 104. Vorlaufiger Nachfolger als 
Sekretar der Gesellschaft wurde Bibliotheksrat Dr. W. Gécke (Bonn). 

Die Sitzung des Ausschusses fiir Technik in Bibliothek und Doku- 
mentation wurde geleitet von Diplom-Forstwirt K. Ch. Graf Roth- 
kirch (Bonn). Graf R. berichtete iiber Planung und Organisation 
einer mittleren Dokumentationsstelle. Den Prinzipien der statischen 
Ordnung (= systematische Ordnung, z.B. Dezimalklassifikation) 
wurde die dynamische Ordnung (mit automatischen Methoden, Rand- 
loch- und Sichtlochkarten) gegeniibergestellt, die die Méglichkeit der 
mehrdimensionalen Befragung bietet. Es wurde die Organisation des 
genauen Arbeitsablaufes Bei der Auswertung beschrieben. Der Weg 
fiihrt von der Publikation tiber das Tonbandgerdat, die Schreibma- 
schine zur anschlieSenden Einarbeitung in Steil-, Kerb- und Sicht- 
lochkarteien. Die dabei verwendeten Vordrucke wurden demon- 
striert. Auferdem wurde die Verwendung des Flexowriters und die 
Arbeit an einem multilateralen Simultanlexikon fiir die EURATOM 
in den Sprachen Englisch, Franzésisch, Deutsch, Italienisch, Hollan- 
disch - auf Kerblochkarten - besprochen. 

K. Conze (Bonn) berichtete iiber den Tonbandeinsatz als arbeits- 
sparendes Hilfsmittel in der Dokumentation und die damit verbun- 
r Organisationsfragen. Demonstrationen und Kurzreferate der 
Firmen EKAHA, Friden, IBM und Minnesota Mining Co gaben 
einen Uberblick iiber einzelne Arbeitsmethoden in Dokumentation 
und Vervielfaltigungstechnik. 

Die Teilnehmer hatten aufSerdem die Méglichkeit, die Bibliotheken 
der gastgebenden Institutionen kennenzulernen. Dr. habil J. Krause 
fiihrte durch die von ihm geleitete Bibliothek der Biologischen Bun- 
desanstalt, Prof. Dr. R. Lauche durch die Zentralbiicherei der For- 
schungsanstalt fiir Landwirtschaft. Da an den Veranstaltungen ein 
kleiner, noch iiberschaubarer Personenkreis teilnahm, war diese 
Zusammenkunft eine wirkliche Arbeitstagung, die auch Gelegenheit 
zu persdnlichem Gedankenaustausch am Rande der Tagung und 
wahrend eines Begriifungsabends gab.

MISCELLANEA 


Scientific and technical publications of the world will be the 
subject of a study to be conducted by the Science and Technology 
Division of the Library of Congress through support from the Na- 
tional Science Foundation, The study has two objectives: a compi- 
lation of a bibliography of sources on scientific and technical serials 
and, based on a may of these sources, a count of the current serial 
titles of the world by country and by subject. The bibliography and 
the census will serve the purpose of bringing under bibliographical 
control a body of literature essential to librarians in planning asqui- 
sitional and informational services. 

At the present time, the World List of Scientific Periodicals, pub- 
lished in 1952, is the basis for estimates of the number of scientific 
serials currently being published throughout the world. The dis- 
tinction between the present study and such publications as the List 
and the 1956-57 Unesco study, Siatistics of Newspapers and Other 
Periodicals, is that the present study will serve as a source both for 
information concerning the most recently published bibliographies 
of scientific serials and for a verifiable statistical count based on 
these sources. 

This 1-year study will be under the direction of Charles M. Gott- 
schalk, Head of the Reference Section in the Science and Technology 
Division. Preliminary results are expected to be published in 6 
months.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


31 August 1961 
Dear Sir: 


The great number of different formats and sizes in which scientific 
periodicals are published, are a source of much unnecessary bother to 
the librarian, the reading public, and, probably, even to the printers. 
Would it not be possible to reduce the number of formats - at least 
in the instance of scientific periodicals - to a certain minimum, say 
three or four? The advantages of such a procedure are quite clear 
and the difficulties - if they exist at all - are not unsurmountable. 

Care should also be taken to abolish the ‘folio’ (also called ‘legal’) 
size for scientific periodicals, Material exceeding a height of 30 cm 
usually calls for an adjustment of the number of shelves within the 
rack. As space and shelving are a real problem in most libraries, the 
measure indicated would help to alleviate the problem at no trouble 
or expense. 

Care should also be taken to have vital (for the librarian, at least) 
data clearly indicated on the cover-page of every scientific periodi- 
cals. These data include date (or at least year) of issue, Nr. of 
Volume and Number of issue; it seems also desirable to have the 
annual subscription price and the name of the publisher shown in a 


prominent position on the cover page. 

The present practice to print these data in accordance with the 
whims and ideas of the publishers has not much to commend itself; 
sometimes the librarian has to turn detective in order to ferret out 
this information which - probably - was not meant to be classified. 
The introduction of certain generally accepted standards into this 
practice would be very welcome - in fact it is long overdue.
